Using this band aids in my service to the 
community during times of emergency or disaster. | volunteer for the Carlton 
County, MN Emergency Management Agency, the St. Louis County, MN 
Sheriff’s Office, Emergency Management, Lake County, MN Emergency 
Management, and Douglas County, WI Emergency Management to provide 
emergency communications when called upon by these served agencies. 
Being able to use the 902-928MHz band for backup communications allows 
me to serve these agencies to the best of my capabilities. The four-county 
area of Northeast Minnesota and Northwest Wisconsin mentioned above has 
numerous repeaters in operation in the 144-148MHz amateur radio band, the 
420-450MHz band, and the 902-928MHz bands. We use voice and data on 
the 144-148MHz band and the 420-450MHz band. 


Should NextNav’s petition be granted, we will lose a vital amateur radio band 
in use by amateurs in this region of Minnesota.
